The bill to consolidate the compan- 
ies, it is believed, will not be conten- 
tious and will go through with little 
discussion; but to deal with the finan- 
cial structure would take a great deal 
of time, even if the preparations were 
far enough advanced, which includes 
consent of the various bond-holders. 
If there is to be a general election 
this year, legislation taking up so 
much time would likely find the go- 
ing difficult.

Australia Wants 
Native Viceroy 


Chief Justice Of High Court Has 
Been Recommended For Office 


London, Eng.--The old and much 
disputed question of whether the Bri- 
tish dominions should have govern- 
ors-general of their own nationality 
is likely to be settled once and for 
all by Australia’s demand that the 
successor to Lord Stonehaven should 
be an Australian. 

Sir Isaac A. Isaacs, chief jus- 
tice of the Australian high court, has 
been recommended as the Common- 
wealth’s next governor-general, and 
although the dominions office here is 
silent, it is understood that a pre- 
cedent in this connection will prob- 
ably be established. 

Sydney, Australia.—Addressing the 
first annual meeting of the new Aus- 
tralian party, Rt. Hon. William Mor- 
ris Hughes, Maritime Prime Minister 
of Australia, and its leader, said it 
did not matter to the party who gov- 
erned Australia so long as it was 
governed well. Therefore the Austra- 
lian party would support good gov- 
ernment wherever they found it. He 
had some criticism, however, for the 
recent government of Rt.

State legislation requiring millers 
to use a certain percentage of Gomes- 
tic flour in making of bread is in
